Why Sea Divers 
Wear Breastplates 


The first practical means of ex- 


ploring the ocean's floor was, curi- 
ously enough, devised by an as- 
tronomicr, writes W. P. Keaskey in 
the Christian Science Monitor. In 
1714 Halley (the man whose name 
was given to Halley’s comet) de- 


signed a diving bell. 


A little more than a century la- 
ter, Augustus Sicbe invented a div- 
ing suit by means of which soli- 
tary divers could descend unat- 
tended to the sand or mud of the 
river or ocean's bottom. One type 
of diving ¢uit consists essentially 
of a suit made of rubber molded 
between two layers of strong, can- 
vas. The suit includes a breastplate 
of metal.to guard the diver against 
the pressure of water. Were it not 
for this protection, the water pres- 
sure would prevent him from ex- 
panding his lungs and drawing in 
air for breathing. 


. Helmet With Portholes 

The diver's head is protected by 
a metal helmet which has three 
round windows or portholes. The 
air hose is attached to the back 
of the helmet, Through -this hose 
air for the diver to breathe is 
pumped down from the ship or 
dock from which -he descended. 
Since the air hose is subjected to 
very considerable water pressure, 
it must be reinforced with wire to 
prevent the pressure from collaps- 
‘ing the hose and cuttitig off the 
diver’s supply.of air. A special 
valve in the helmet lets out the air 
that the diver expels in breathing.

The air pump plays a very im- 
portant part in underwater oper- 
ations, for it has been estimated 
that divers at extreme depths re- 


much air per minute as they would 
at the water's surface. : 
To make sure that he will be 
as heavy as the water he displaces, 
the diver wears boots with thick 
lead soles weighing about 16 
pounds each and carries perhaffs a

They took 
us to Cumberland Hotel, where we 
are to stay, across the street from 
the Marble Arch corner of Hyde 
Park where the “soap-box” orators 
make their speeches.

Our next call was at Hays Wharf 
and Dock Office, Tooley Street, where 
we were guests of Sir Aubrey Smith, 
chairman of the dock company. First 
we were served a very nice lunch, 
and then we were shown the ware- 
houses and storage sections. 

This is an immense plant, with 
an office staff of 1,000 and about 
4,000 other employees. Goods are re- 
ceived and shivped to every coun- 
try in the world. 

We were able to compare Canadian 
and Danish bacon and, according to 
our guide, our best Canadian bacon 
is as good as any they receive, but it 
may ‘not be as uniform as the Dan- 
‘sh. There was butter at the docks 
from Australia, New Zealand and 
Denmark, all of first class quality. 
Canadian cheese and eggs are very 
much in demand and the box pack 
of our Canadian apples is much pre- 
ferred to barrel pack, because of too 
much bruising and waste. 

We saw the wharf where the 
China Clinper delivered her tea car- 
roes so long ago, and large storage 
nlants which were full of beef from 
Canada, the Argentine, New Zealand 
and Denmark. 

Our tour ended, we took a double- 
decker bus to the hotel. We find the 
rooms much like Canadian hotels, but 
too cold for our liking. Thus we've 
already had some experience of the 
fiitim.shortage here—but we're in 
England W@W,our six weeks will go 
very quickly. - i 

In my first story I described our 
departure from Toronto and I'll fill in 
some of the details since then. We 
arrived in New York next morning 
piled into two taxis and proceeded to 
the Waldorf Astoria hotel. where re- 
servations had been made for us.

Add the chop- 
ped onion. Roll and sew. Leave in 
a strong. brine (made in the pro- 
portion of 1 cup of salt to 4 cups of 
water) for 2 weeks. Boil the meat 
in fresh water for 144 hours, Press

Britain Clai 
Falkland Islands — 


The governments of Argentina 
and Chile are reported preparing 
to submit claims to the United 
Nations fee. possession of the Falk- 
land Islands, which lie some 500 
miles off the coast at the extreme 
ip of South America, The Falk- 

ds consist of about 100 islands, 
with an aggregate population of 
around 3,000, miles predominating 
in the proportion of about four to 
one. One of the larger islands had, 
when the last census was taken, 
a male population of 1,300 and only 
three women. The islands are so 
scattered that at one time there 
were British and Spanish settlers 
who did not know of each other's 
presence. 

Title to the islands is not very 
clear, but they have been adminis- 
tered by Great Britain for at least 
40 years. There are three ways in 
which acquisition may be recog- 
nized. First is discovery, secondly 
is occupation, and thirdly the es- 
tablishment of an administration. 
Britain qualifies by all three re- 
quirements. 

The Falkland Islands were first 
sighted about 150 years ago by an 
English explorer, but he did not 
land. Some years later a French 
expedition did land, and shortly 
after there was a Spanish landing. 
The French gave up the islands 
to Spain, and subsequently Spain 
transferred ther to Britain with 
the status of dependency: The 
British then established meteoroli- 
gical stations. The location is valu- 
able strategically, and that was why 
the Germans sent out a strong fleet 
ia 1914 to destroy the British wire- 
less depot at Port Stanley. The in- 
ferior British fleet was sunk, but 
the Admiralty quickly assembled a 
stronger flect than the Germans 
hed out there and destroyed it in 
turn. 

The trade of the inhabitants is 
almost entirely with Great Britain. 
There are some minerals, but the 
chief business is wool, there being 
600,000 sheep on the island. The 
settlers are nearly all descendants 
of Scottish shepherds who were 


sent out by the British Govern- 
ment.

He caine 
east to St. Michael's College in 
1933-34, and it was the famed 


junior line of Nick Metz, Art Jack- 
son and Regis (Pep) Kelly which 
spearheaded the greatest Irish team 
of all time to the Memorial Cup 
championship, Between them the 
Irish aces accounted for 216 points 
in 35 games that season—including 
135 goals: Jackson led the team 
with 52 goals and 38 assists; Metz 
was fourth (behind Johnny Ache- 
son and Drouillard) with 40 goals 
and 24 assists and Kelly was fifth 
high man with 43 goals and 19 
assists. 
* * * 

Metz, Jackson and Kelly turned 
pro en masse with the Leafs the 
following season. It looked as if 
the Toronto team had captured an- 
other breath-taking trio to follow 
in the footsteps. of the aging Kid 
Line, but through some strange 
quirk of hockey, neither Metz, 
Jackson or Kelly was destined to 
develop into super stars of pro 
hockey. Or for that matter to 
function impressively as a pro line. 
After a couple of months with the 
Leafs, Metz and Jackson were sent 
to Syracuse for seasoning. Kelly 
stayed with the team—but over the 
long run, Metz proved himself the 
best of the trio as a major leaguer, 

Metz moved up to the Leafs for 
the 1935-36 season and has been a 
Toronto regular ever since—with 
time out for a two-year stint in the 
Army. Never a prolific scorer in 
the Big Time, the redhead ,from 
Wilcox has«mevertheless proved of 
inestimable value to the Leafs and 
apart from doing a terrific if non- 
spectacular chore of playing 
shadow to’ the opposition aces, 
Nick’ has chipped in with some 
highly .important “clutch” goals 
over the years. 

= * = 

Probably his greatest contribu- 
tion to the Toronto cause came in 
1941-42 when he fired what was 
probably the most important goal 
in the sugitessful march of the Leafs 
to the Stanley Cup pinnacle. That 
was the shot that killed New’ York 
Rangers in the sixth game of the 
semi-finals at a point when Lester 
Patrick's defiant Blueshirts, twice 
behind, had rallied to tie the score 
and apparently were on the verge 
of sweeping to victory. Metz ended 
that comeback attempt, however, 
when he scored the tie-breaking 
goal with only SIX SECONDS to 
play! 

That was the prelude to To- 
ronto’s even more dramatic con- 
quest of Detroit Red Wings in the

When he was with St. Mike's, 
Metz was a 60-minute man—often 
a 90-minute man for the Irish that 
year ran into a few of those 30- 
minute overtime marathons. He'd 
be on the ice every minute of every 
game and he was playing so much 
that the Leafs requested: the coach 
to “ease up on the kid” before he 
burned himself out. Well the Irish 
idea of “easing up” on Metz was to 
shift him—when they thought he 
was tiring—from the forward line 
to the defense! 

Not that Nick minded. The more 
hockey he got the better he liked 
it, He’s been that way throughout 
his pro career, too.

Honorably discharged in the fall 
of 1944, he returned to the Leafs 
and played a leading role in To- 
ronto’s surprising Stanley Cup 
triumph. Against wartime puck- 
chasers, Nick enjoyed his most 
prolific scoring season since his 
junior days. In league competition, 
he fired 22 goals (he had never 
previously bettered 15), and had 18 
assists for 35 points. 

A knee injury in a playoff game 
with Canadiens at Montreal kept 
Nick side-lined for six games last 
spring, but he got back in time for 
the last three games of the seven- 
game Stanley Cup final series with 
Detroit and it was reliable Ol’ Nick 
who paved the way for Toronto's 
cup-winning victory. With the, 
score tied 1-1 in the third period of 
the seventh and deciding game, 
Metz worked in close, fired a blaz- 
ing shot at Harry Lumley and 
Babe Pratt slapped the rebound 
home for the winning goal.

‘IONEER LAD AND 
VILD LIFE RETURNED 


In the year 1900, as a lad, he pulled 
ip stakes and moved with ‘the rest 
wf the family to Northern Ontario 
vecause eggs in those days were 
worth only 8 cents per dozen, oa‘ 
15 cents per bushel, and potatoes 25 
eents per bag. The farm was located 


Township of Madoc, Hastings County, 
Cooper, Ontario. 

His father and mother were Can- 
adians, and the first settlers. His 
grandfather was one of the “Forty- 
niners”’. The move to New Ontario 
was all glamour and romance. It 
would be the first train ride of his 
life, 

The rest of the family proceding by 
passenger train, the freight followed 
with a box car loaded with settlers’ 
effects, including one good cow anda 
lively team of horses. The father 
rode in the caboose, for only the lad 
could ride or drive the team. It wast a 
three-day journey to God knows 
where.

Cap- 
turing and roping a young bull moose 
he led, rode and packed it down a 
three-mile bush trail, taking the 
town by storm with moose calls of 
reality, the one thrill of his life time. 
The call of the moose, however, was 
not all glamour for he drank too 
tfiueh swamp water, and took the 
fever. He ot out of the hospital 
window, ran a half mie ip a hospital 
night-shirt in mid-winter. éfr 
enough to travel, he toured the U.S. 
and Mexico with his saxaphone. Re- 
turning to thie city, he captured a 
bride wth his musical notes of bob 
cat and wolf calls, and settled down 
for life.

A FARM IN FIFESHIRE 

Tuesday morning we drove up to 
Fifeshire to see one of the largest 
farms in Scotland that of Mr. Geo.! 
Clark, Nether Pitlochie The farm 
contained about 1,000 acres, 600 be- 
ing sown to spring crop annually. 
Mr. Clark is not a dairy farmer but 
feeds 200 to 300 steers yearly. These 
are purchased in Ireland at between 
12 and 13 cents per pound. He does 
not consider there is very much pro- 
fit in feeding cattle at present prices 
but finds it necessary to utilize the 
straw to make manure. Most of the 
cattle are finished in the stable and 
marketed: the balance are put on 
grass. They would weigh from 13 t 
15 ewt. each. 

This. farm produces about 125 
acres of potatoes each year as well 
as a of turnips and about 20 acres 
of sugar beets which farmers 
some sections are compelled to grow. 
The potatoes are sold mostly for seed 
and are quite a profitable crop, av- 
eraging as much as 12 tons per acre 
We were surprised to find that most 
of the potatoes are hand picked, thus 
requiring a lot of extra labor—for 

me reason they are not satisfied 
with the potato diggers. Sixteen men 
are employed yearly, with some cas- 
| ual labor during the harvest months. 
It seemed evident that the labor sit- 
uation.is not ar acute as it is in 
\Canada. ‘

AFTER THE STORM! No 
need to tell you what storm, is 
there? You had your share of it 
too, didn’t you? Of course by the 
time this gets into print the storm 
may be just a memory, but as I 
write the aftermath is still very 
much with us. 


It was last Monday night wher 


the fun really began around here. 


At that time Bob had gone to 
town with mail to post and to 
take in a show.

There were cars, 
trucks, sleighs and cutters, all on 
their way to town. You would 
think they had all been waiting 
against a red light, 

Since then the road, of course, 
has been widened out so, that trav- 
elling conditions are 
normal icr this time of year. 

But not so on other roads. On 
what is known as the Third and 
Fourth Line roads are still blocked, 
Farmers carry chicken feed on 
their shoulders across the _ficlas, 
others trudge home laden with 
groceries and bread.

What must have been the earl- 
iest use of the telephone in Ottawa 
is disclosed in an account appearing 
in the Citizen, Ottawa's oldest 
newspaper November 24, 1879, 

There it is related that the mana- 
ger of the Dominion Telegraph 
Company, desirous of bringing the 
consolation of a religious service 
to an invalid who had been con- 
fined to his house for four long 
months arranged a telephonic con- 
nection between the pulpit of the 
Dominion Methodist Church on 
Metcalf street and the couch in the 
sick room over a mile away. This 
was only three years after Alexan- 
der Graham Bell had given the first 
public demonstration of his great 
invention in Philadelphia. 
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Canada To Set Up 
Nine New Weather 
Stations in Arctic 


Striving to unlock still further 
secrets. of her northland wastes, 
Canada is moving to establish nine 
new Arctic wéaliicr statlons—some 
within a few hundred miles of the 
North Pole—which in the rext five 
years may make possible long- 
range forecasting. on an accurate

Following her wartime pattern, 
the Dominion will embark on the 
new venture arm-in-arm with the 
United States, with whom she has 
collaborated in such northern de-

Announcement of the weather 
stations, made in the Commons 


recently by Reconstruction Minister 
Howe, made it clear the Dominion 
plans to extend into the interna- 
tional field the key meteorological 
position she attained through the 
war and her strategic role in avia- 
tion. 


Besides posing new 
problems of transportation 
supply, the nine stations—two at 
least of which will be within the 
Arctic circle—will reach into what 
meteorologists have come to re- 
gard as “Canada’s weather factory.”

The feminine craze for “reduc- 
ing.” or “slimming,” does not seem 
to B@ee extensive as it was some 
years ago; Bul Canadian and Am- 
erican women and girls are said to 
still spend many million dollars a 
year on drugs, in the hope that they 
will remove “surplus” fat the easy 
way, says the Stratford Beacon— 
Herald. Just two or three pills a 
day, say some manufacturers, and 
the figure will melt away to the 
desired weight. The purveyors of 
these pills and other products 
which, it is vowed, will produce the 
same results, are described by Mary 
Patrick im The Woman's Home 
Companion as making enormous 


‘profits, The drugs are also very 


dangerous and sometimes fatal, she 
says.

A multitude of women worry 
about their weights, believing that 
it is necessary to be slim to be at- 
tractive, They use “patent” medi- 
cines, and one of the dangers is 
that, if the reduction is not fast 
enough to suit them, they increase 
the amount of such remedies. Ac- 
cording to Mary Patrick, no good 
and safe reducing drug exists. One 
of the chief reducing ingredients is 
thyroid extract which is legitimately 
prescribed for overweight. This 
should, of course, be carefully pres- 
cribed by a doctor, for cases of 
thyroid deficiency; but women have 
ways of obtaining the extract with 
or without the aid of a physician. 
The usual result is ruined health by 
excesive use, Other drugs employed 
are belladonna and benzedrine for 
the purpose of destroying the ap- 
petite for good. Again the effect on 
health can be disastrous,

“Reducing” salts is another much 
sold product, but Miss Patrick 
says it is merely a combination of 
perfumed Epsom salts and table 
‘salt, which, if used for long, can 
create Bright’s disease, dropsy and 
other ailments.

Jesus’ Intercessory Prayer 

The dictionary defines interces- 
sion as “a prayer or series of pray- 
ers for persons of different condi- 
tions.” 

Following the solemn conversa- 
tions of Jesus with His disciples 
on the eve of His death, recorded 
in chapters 14 to 16 of John’s Gos- 
pel, Jesus “lifted up His eyes to 
heaven” and made the prayer re- 
corded in the 17th Chapter. 

Though this is the only long in- 
tercessory prayer recorded, it was 
not the only intercessory prayer of 
Jesus. We may recall His words 
to Peter: “Simon, Simon, satan

New Method Used 


to Harvest Honey 


A streamlined technique for har- 
vesting honey from Northern Man- 
itoba’s wild flowers is being planr 
ned by a farmer in the small Sas- 
katchewan town of Tisdale, 70 
miles west of the Manitoba-Sas- 
katchewan border. ss 

The farmer, B. Baines, last year 
shipped more than 60,000 pounds of 
honey from his mobile aptarits. 

His technique is described as 
being simple. In the spring he 
spots three or four hives in iso- 
lated areas, surrounding them with 
electrically charged fences to dis- 
courage roaming bears. In the fall 
he garners the honey and prepares 
the hives for the winter. 

Northern flowers, Mr. Baines 
say, appear to enable bees to pro- 
duce a more concentrated honey 
than the normal, generally pure 
white and greatly in demand on 
the market.

A. Add two medium size lumps 
of sugar to each quart of olive oil 
as soon as it is opened to keep 
it from becoming rancid.

It dries quickly and with- 
out the unpleasant odor of gasoline.

My leave in England is drawing 


ee end and within a few weeks 


hope to be back in Malaya, to 
take up work in Pahang as State 
Rural Welfare Officer under the 
Social Welfare Department of the 
Government of the Malayan Union. 


Il am eager to be back, for there 
is still a good deal of sickness 
among the people who live deep in 
the Malayan jungles, and after a 
year’s work among them I feel I 
have gained their confidence. I 
know I \have learned to love and 
respect them. 


1 arrived in Singapore from 
England on September 6th, 1945, 
when the Japanese were still in 
the town and as | walked down 
hot country roads I saw many 
hundreds of displaced Malayans, 
Javanese, Chinese and Indians, 
most of whom were starving and 
ill. The British Military Admini- 
stration was already working won- 
ders for the relief of these unfor- 
tunates and gradually they were 
collected into improvised camps 
where, for several weeks, I helped 
to look after the sick. 

Embarrassing Faith 

At the end of November 1945, I 
was asked by the Director of 
Medical Services, British Military 
Administration, Malaya, to go to 
Kuantan on the East Coast of Pa- 
hang to undertake welfare work in 
that area. Barbara Lomas, a Brit- 
ish Red Cross trained nurse who 
could speak Cantonese and Man- 
darin, t with me and took 


. charge of the hospital in.¥antan 


which was overflowing with suf- 
ferers, The District Officer, him- 
scli a Malay, asked me to try and 
ease the distriess among the sick 
and needy in the surrounding 
“villages, the neglected rubber est- 
ates and the jungle hamlets. | 
fixed up a British Red Cross 15- 
ewt. truck-as a travelling dispen- 
sary and the Hospital lent me a 
Tamil dresser and a Tamil attend- 
ant, and we  set- out. 


The monsoon was at its height 
and we worked under considerable 
difficulties, but by the end of three 
months we had a weekly program 
covering 29 kampongs, seven rubber 
estates and several isolated settle- 
ments, and had dealt with thous- 
ands of sick people with very 
marked success. Indeed, I was 
much embarassed by a widely 
spread rumour that “Missie” could 
cure illness and pain in three 
minutes. “Go to Missie she will 
cure you”, they told each other and 
people who had been blind and 
crippled from birth were carried to 
me in baskets. But all I could do 
was to give them aspirin and treat- 
ment for their tropical ulcers, sores, 
tkin diseases and other ailments. 
I had a small tent made and fixed 
to the side of my truck in which 
I tackled their skin diseases; in 
this I scrubbed the bodies—before 
applying healing lotions—of hun- 
‘dreds of Malays, Javanese and 
Tamils and a few Chinese and 
Sakais who had wandered into the 
camp. 


Awkward Situations Avérted 


At first the idea of being per- 
sonall scrubbed by “Missie” was 
greeted with. considerable appre- 
hension, but I explained that this 
was accessary before applying the 
lotions sent to me by the State 
Health and Medical Officer, (Those 
lotions were extraordinarily effec- 
tive, by the way, disinfecting and 
héaling at the same time.) The 
shyness quickly wore off and with- 
in a very short time whole families 
would Prive and ask for treatment 
and what might have been an awk- 
ward situation passed off with con- 
siderable humour, 


On several occasions | came 
across very sick people lying in 
their houses with maggots dropping 
from their sores and ants actually 
streaming in and out of holes in 
their limbs. One of these cases 
was a poor old man in an isolated 
village. The ants had caten two 
large holes in his leg, and when I 
arrived he was semi-conscious; 
attended to him and with the help 
of two young men we slung him 
in a kind of hammock attached to 
a bamboo pole and carried himoto 
my car. When I left for my leave 
he had been in. hospital for 3% 
months, but his wounds were almost 
healed and he was in very good 
spirits, 


Deep in the Jungle 


It was not only sickness I had 
to deal with; there was also apall- 


ing poverty and need. One day. 


when I had faa visiting a village 

was wits fa family who wished

garment between them and that 
was being worn by the man—the 
head of the family. When I went 
to their home they covered them- 
selves with their floor mats. I

Hazardous Journeys 

During the monsoon period these 
journeys were particularly hazard- 
ous—or at least they felt so to me 
when crossing  crocodile-infested 
tivers on long, thin palm trees, or 
swinging by my hands over pieces 
of damaged bridges with medical 
supplies slug around me.
